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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-28 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
shows a piezoelectric resonator operating in the thickness extension mode in fig. 2-3 
comprising: a piezoelectric substrate a first vibrating electrode; a second vibrating 
electrode; a first terminal and a second terminal extending on a surface of the substrate; 
two extension portions vie electrode extension portions disposed on the surface of the 
piezoelectric substrate wherein, the piezoelectric substrate is a hexahedron. Prior art 
also shows, the first vibrating electrode disposed on a first side of the piezoelectric 
substrate perpendicular to a thickness direction; and a second vibrating electrode is 
disposed on the second side of the piezoelectric substrate perpendicular to a thickness 
direction. 

However, prior art fail to show a fist pad and a second pad respectively disposed in a 
predetermine area having a small vibration displacement on at least one side of the 
piezoelectric substrate perpendicular to the thickness direction; wherein the first pad is 
made of an electrical conductor and electrically connected to the first vibrating 
electrode; and the second pad is made of an electrical conductor electrically connecting 
the second vibrating electrode. Wherein the first and second pad are disposed on the 
same side. Prior art also show, fails to show an alternative embodiment, wherein the 
first pad and are disposed on different. Wherein the first pad and the second pad 
respectively includes an electrically conductive film and a bump. Prior art also fails to 
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show, a third and fourth pad having bumps respectively disposed in an area having a 
small vibration displacement on at least one side of the piezoelectric substrate. Prior art 
also fails to show, a piezoelectric transducer having a substrate and connecting 
conductors; wherein each of the connecting conductors includes a nucleus shape as an 
ball and an electrically conductive film adhered to a surface of the nucleus and disposed 
between the led electrodes of the piezoelectric transducer and the terminal electrode of 
the substrate.
